the Hunters Point Area has already 
been announced to Economic Op- 
portunity Council and to the area 
residents.

way. Given this new freedom their 
achievement often goes beyond all 
expectations. Best of all, this 
method surpasses any used in to- 
day’s schools. Second, the Monte- 
ssori Method is now recognized 
by many well-known educators, 
and has the blessing of the Men- 
ninger Clinic. Third; this parti- 
cular pre-school will initiate the 
‘operation of a Montessori School

Citizens Unite Demand New School 


Bayview’s Parents Action Group 
(PAG ) is actively mobilizing the 
‘citizenry of the community in an- 
ticipation of an all-out battle with 
the San Francisco Board of Edu- 
cation. 

After 58 years, the Bayview 
Elementary School at 71 Bayview 
has been earmarked for renova- 
tion and repair by the Board: of 
Education. PAG and the citizens 
of Bayview, on the other hand, 
are demanding that the Board of 
Education forsake repair and re- 
novation plans and instead con- 
struct a ‘‘whole and totally new 
institution for an expanding area 
and its youth.’’ 

Substantiating PAG’s demand is 
a host of complaints which it feels 
challenges the-logic of the School 
Board’s decision on renovation. 
Included in this list are fire and 
health hazards and inferior rec- 
reational space and lavatory fa- 
cilities. Perhaps the most des- 
picable complaint is the reported 
incidents of young children being 


bitten by fleas while attending 
school. 

For the past few weeks PAG 
has committed itself to creating 
citizen awareness about the exist- 
ing school dilemma and coordina- 
ting a program that will help it: 
realize its ends. 

Through Mrs. Julia Comer and 
Mrs. Rosa Williams of Hunters 
Point, PAG has been successful 
soliciting the aid and support of 


Hunters Point and Alice Griffith’ 


Gardens in its effort to gain total 
district support. The Rev. Cicil 
Williams, Director of Community 
Services, Glide Foundation, and 
Ben Carmichael, Community Or- 
ganization Worker, have consul- 
ted and “advised the group in its 
organizational stage, but the con- 
trol of PAG rests firmly in the 
hands of area citizens.
